CHARLEVOIX - The first 
issue on the docket would be 
the 229 stover and Ferry Av- 
enue Corridor proposal.

BOYNE CITY - The Boyne 
City Commission would get 
back to in person meetings 
for the first time since the 
pandemic hit. The first topic 
of business would be to eval- 
uate the decision to hire a So- 
cial Media Independent 
Contractor. The hiring of a 
contractor would further the 
City’s goal of better engaging 
with the citizens and other 
parties interested in Boyne 
City.

sary funding for the continu- 
ation of Housing Ready 
Program Director Steve 
Schneel to help address the 
housing shortage in 
Charlevoix County. 

The Commission would 
then also approve the pur- 
chase of a 2022 Ford F-550 
from CSI Emergency Appara- 
tus of Grayling for a cost not 
to exceed $120,000. This truck 
will replace an almost 34 year 
old equipment truck com- 
monly known as 5121.The 
equipment truck hauls not 


only personnel but life and 
property saving gear. With 
the microchip shortage, if 
they did not commit to pur- 
chasing the truck now, most 
likely a chassis may not be 
available for more than a 
year. The funds for this truck 
are included in the fiscal year 
budget. 

The Commission would 
then approve the recommen- 
dation from Police Chief 
Kevin Spate to sign a con- 
tract with Common Angle for 
Gold Level IT support with 
the cost not to exceed $10,176 
per year. In 2019, the state re- 
quired the City to improve 
their computer security to in- 
clude a threat monitoring 
and detection program. The 
gold level package includes 
monitoring and detection 
along with any remote work 
performed. The funds for this 
contract are included in the 
fiscal year budget. 

The Commission’s spend- 
ing would continue as they 
would approve another rec- 


ommendation from Spate 
about signing a contract with 
Lexipool for policy manage- 
ment, supplemental manuals 
and procedures to not exceed 
$5,453. The Commission 
would also then go on to ap- 
prove a third recommenda- 
tion from Spate to purchase 
and install a new server for 
the Police Department. The 
Department has had a stand 
alone server that was sepa- 
rate from all the others the 
City uses. The server was 
purchased in 2012 and the ex- 
pected service life has ex- 
pired. So, the Commission 
approved a quote from Com- 
mon Angle to purchase and 
reinstall the new server for 
$10,641. This also was 
planned for in the fiscal year 
budget. 

The next City Commission 
meeting will be held on May 
25 at 12:00.

& Other (e.g., anxiety, 
stress, depression, harass- 
ment) - 436 tips 

“Students know what’s 
troubling their peers because 
they’re paying attention, es- 
pecially on social media 
where young people tend to 
openly share on platforms 


that may not be regularly 
monitored by parents and 
guardians,” said Nancy 
Becker Bennett, director of 
the MSP Grants and Commu- 
nity Service Division. 
“They’re reaching out to get 
help for their friends and 
we’re encouraged to see they 
trust us.” 

Other findings from the 
2020 annual report include 
that 10 tips involved the con- 
fiscation of weapons and 42 
tips involved the seizure of 
drugs or alcohol. In 2020, at 
the onset of the COVID-19 
pandemic, the program expe- 
rienced a 42 percent decrease 
in tip volume as students 
transitioned to a virtual 
learning environment.

East Jordan group team up to form 
non-profit childcare center

When Danielle Poindexter 
of East Jordan saw her num- 
ber of grandchildren go from 
zero to ten in just 4 1/2 years, 
she quickly discovered that 
helping her family with 
childcare was not going to be 
enough to fill the need. And 
when the Stay Home, Stay 
Safe orders were put in place, 
she realized the need for 
childcare increased, not only 
in her own family, but across 
the country. 

Poindexter explained that 
recently, East Jordan area 
families have found it nearly 
impossible to locate avail- 
able, high-quality, affordable 
daycare. With only a few in- 
home daycares available, 
many parents have been 
forced to leave or change em- 
ployment, rely on family and 
friends for their children’s 
care or commute to other 
cities to secure their daycare 
needs.

When Danielle realized 
that other families were 
struggling to find daycare so- 
lutions, she put her thoughts 
into action and began inves- 
tigating opening a childcare 
center, a place that would 
provide structure and love 
for the children, and peace of 
mind for the parents. 

With the help of some tal- 
ented individuals from the 
East Jordan community, 
Danielle formed a board of 
directors for a new, non- 
profit childcare center 
named Training Wheels 
Childcare Center. Her team 
includes Mary Anderson, a 
kindergarten teacher who 
serves as board chair; Lind- 
sey Malpass-Skop is vice- 
chair bringing with her a 
background in human re- 
sources; Rhonda Brennan- 
Buckholz has an accounting 
background and serves as 
treasurer; Kristi Nowka is 
board secretary and Crystal 
Hass, member. Program Di- 
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rector is Heather Moore. 

In addition to a grant from 
the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation to pur- 
chase classroom equipment, 
the newly formed board 
reached out to service 
groups and the town’s three 
main employers, as well as 
individuals, local businesses, 
churches, and clubs to help 
fund the center. The group 
also posted a request for gen- 
tly used items on their Face- 
book page. Danielle said, 
“The number of quality 
items donated astounded me. 
We live in an incredibly sup- 
portive community that rec- 
ognized the need for 
childcare and supported us.” 

Located in space leased 
from East Jordan Public 
Schools in their Mill Street 
campus, Training Wheels 
Childcare Center celebrated 
their grand opening with a 
ribbon cutting ceremony 
May 11th. East Jordan 
School Superintendent Matt 


Stevenson commented that 
the childcare center is a per- 
fect fit for the former middle 
school facility. The center oc- 
cupies three classrooms with 
an additional room that 
serves as a lunchroom. 
There is also an outdoor 
playground area. The center 
currently serves 18 children 
from infant through kinder- 
garten age, but when fully 
operational, the center will 
be able to accommodate 25-30 
children, nearly doubling the 
current number of daycare 
openings in the community. 
With so much need for child- 
care, it comes as no surprise 
there is already a waiting 
list. Rates run $32-$35 per 
day, $28 per day for an addi- 
tional child in the same fam- 
ily. Training Wheels 
Childcare Center is open 6:30 
a.m. to 5:45 p.m. Monday 
through Friday.

and regulations, including 
local business and work- 
place guidance.” 

“Tt’s critical that eligible

Charlevoix Man Gets Prison for Possessing Child Sexually Abusive Material 


Gaugi Leston Holm, 51, 
Charlevoix was scheduled to 
prison this morning in the 
38rd Circuit Court following 
his convictions for possessing 
child sexually abusive mate- 
rial and using a computer to 
commit a crime. 

The defendant was sen- 
tenced by Judge Roy C. Hayes 
III to serve 36 to 84 months 
for using a computer to com- 
mit a crime and 24 to 48 
months for possessing the 
material. The sentences will 
run concurrently. 

Holm pleaded guilty to 
both charges on April 9, ad- 
mitting that he accessed and 
possessed images of children 
engaged in sexual activities. 

According to a police affi- 


davit filed in the 
case, this investi- 
gation began 
when the Internet 
crimes Against 
Children Task

that time. 

At the sentenc- 
ing, Charlevoix 
County Prosecuting Attorney 
Allen Telgenhof said that the 
defendant is a predator who 
has had the opportunities to 
change his behavior, through 
programming both while he 
was in prison and after his 
release, but he has failed to 


do so, continuing to seek sex- 
ual satisfaction from chil- 
dren, this time through 
images. 

Telgenhof also stressed 
that this is not a victimless 
crime, since actual children 
were victimized in creating 
the images and that a market 
exists for these materials due 
to people like Holm. 

“The court focused on 
safety of the public in fash- 
ioning this sentence,” Telgen- 
hof stated. “This person has 
shown they cannot stop this 
type of behavior and the only 
way we can be sure the pub- 
lic is protected is if they are 
imprisoned.”
